| NOTE.—At a sale held on this day by the auctioneers named, a 
Highland Claymore, which seems on tolerably good evidence to 
have once belonged to Rob Roy, the Scottish outlaw, was sold for 
the sum of £37 16s. It formed part of a small collection of old 
Scottish weapons from Glenlyon and Troup House, which had been 
exhibited at the last Glasgow Exhibition. The claymore, which 
* was the work of the celebrated Andrea Ferrari, had a large pierced 
scroll-guard lined with leather, and a grip of shark-skin. At the 
same sale the Glenlyon Staff brought £48 6s. 

. It is interesting to record, though the. interest will obviously bear 
_a varying aspect, according to the point of view from which the 
matter is regarded, that a few days after this sale there died, ina 
Scottish workhouse, the last descendant of Gregor Ghlum Dhu, or 
Gregor the Black Knee, who was a nephew of Rob Roy. Gregor 
received a Colonel’s commission from Prince Charles Stuart in 
1745, and was made commander of ‘the fortresses of Doune, 
Cardross,and Ballanton—all in Menteith. He also obtained a feu 
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charter of the lands of Glengyle at the west end of Loch Katrine, in 
the Trossachs. All these advantages were lost to him and his 
family on Culloden Moor.—ED. |

[ NoTE.—On page 362 of the first volume of SALE PRICES will be 
found a short account of some Venetian and Brussels laces which: 
had been sold by auction by Messrs. Knight, Frank and Rutley on 
the 21st of November, 1896. On the above-mentioned date 
(January 2oth, 1897) the same firm disposed of some very fine lace 
in the same styles, notably a Brussels point de gaze flounce, 2% 
yards in length, 70 guineas ; a Brussels point tunique, 43 inches | 
deep and 2% yards long, 14 guineas; and an old Venetian rose- 
point flounce, 64 inches wide and nearly 33 yards long, 70. guineas. 
The remarks previously made will suffice so far as these items are 
concerned, but there are two others which stand in need of elabora- 
tion, viz.,an old Flemish point lace flounce, 4 yards 4 inches long, 
by 24 inches deep, and four pieces of bodice trimming, 5 yards 31 
inches long, by 4 inches deep, 50 guineas; and a flounce of Irish 
point lace, 15 inches wide, by 34 yards long, 57 guineas. 

Flanders and Italy together dispute the invention of lace, but to 
which ever country the credit of the discovery may be awarded, 
there is no question that England, France and Germany learned 
the art of lace-making from the former. At the present time there 
are about goo lace schools in Belgium, and some 150,000 women 
are employed in the manufacture. The old Flemish laces are of 
great beauty. The thread of which they were made was finer than 
that of France, and the fine flowing pattern, extending to some 
length like an architectural border, had a magnificent appearance 
when laid flat upon the vestment, as was the fashion in the seven- 
teenth century. The principal centres in Belgium for the fabrica- 
tion of lace are Brussels, Ghent, Grammont (for biack lace), Ypres 
(for Valenciennes), Courtrai, Bruges and Mechlin. 

The Irish bone lace trade was taken under the protection of the 
Dublin Society prior to the year of their incorporation (1749), but 
as most of their records are lost, it is not easy to ascertain the pre- 
cise period at which they first interested themselves in the matter. 
In 1829 the manufacture of Limerick lace was established in Ire- 
land, and about the year 1846 Lady de Vere taught the mistress of 
a school at Curragh the art of making application flowers, giving 
her own Brussels lace as patterns. This manufacture is now known 
as “Trish,” or “Curragh point,” and it was a flounce of this which 
brought the 57 guineas referred to. Various schools have since been 
established throughout Ireland, notably at Belfast, Clones, Carrick- 
macross (for Irish guipure), Lishnakea (for Valenciennes), Mallow, 
Headford and Killmaule. Irish Valenciennes closely resembles 
the Ypres manufacture.—ED. |
